the Truth, I find no greater Improvement from thefe, than what I 
_ gain from reading an imperfect Catalogue of them. And certainly — 
there arifes lefs Inconvenience, and much greater Inftruction, from

and Elephants. Afterwards Peace was granted him by the Romans 
with Part of his Kingdom.

torded Materials enough for Dr. Vaz/ant to write his Life at large. 

As to Apollo fitting on the X, befides what has been already faid a-

Having faid enough of this City, we fhall briefly confider who thofe 
two Tyrants were that are named on the X: ‘The foremention’d 
Memnon fays,. Timotheus. was the third Tyrant of Poutzck Heraclea, 
the Son of Clearcus, and the Grandfon of Satyrus, of whom Fu/ftiz 
alfo fpeaks, 2b. 16. c. 4% 5. He was fit for Government, moderate, 
merciful, and-:compatiionate, and rather a Benefactor to and Servant 
of his People than a Tyrant. He was as exact:and fevere a Judge, as. 
he was human and gentle; a great Commander, fierce. in Danger, and 
formidable to his Knemies. He made his younger Brother Dzoxy/ius 
his Colleague in the Government; and after he had reigned fifteen 
Years, died in the Vigour of his Age, much lamented. by his People, 
who extreamly loved him, and left his Brother alone to govern. ‘This 
Prince had fome Difference with Alexander the Great, and when he 
receiv'd the News of his Death, he was fo pleas’d, that he confecrat- 
ed a Statue to the Goddefs Letitia. He marry’d <Amafiris the 
Daughter of “Oxartes, the Brother of Darzus, who was overcome by 
Alexander, by whom he had two Sons and one Daughter; and his 
Kingdom enjoying a profound Peace, he began to give himfelf over 
to Pleafure, and growing monftroufly fat, he became negligent of 
Affairs of State, and did as it were nothing but fleep. He was o- 
therwife a good Prince, and his Death was alfo much lamented, which 
hap- 
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happen’d after he had reign’d thirty Years. He left to his Wife - 
majtris the Government of his Kingdom and of his Children. 
- "This M. was therefore {truck by the Poutzck Heracleans in Me- 
mory of thofe two Brothers nam’d on the X, upon the Occafion per- 
haps of fome confiderable Victory; and hence it is that Hercules the 
tutelary Deity of this City is reprefented in ‘Triumph.

lian, that the Work might be uniform; and forafmuch as-it is fo 
full of Learning, and treats ofa Subject fo little known, Ido not doubt’ .

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W Have long thought it great Pity, that we meet with fo few Athe- 
via Medals, either in Books or Cabinets, and have often 
_ wonder’d at it, fince we find fuch a Variety of thofe of other 
Cities and Territories of Greece: Sir George Wheeler, and Mr. Spon 
his Fellow-Traveller, having been at 4¢/ews, and given us full and ac- 
curate Defcriptions of its Antiquities, only tell us, when they {peak of 
Athenian Coins, that they have Mznerva’s Head on one Side, and an 
Owl on the other, and give us no Examples of {uch as either contain mé. xv. 
remarkable Heads or Reverfes, that afford any thing of Curiofity or 
Learning. Goltzius in his Greece has engravd above twenty Athe- 
nian Medals, without any other than Mzwerva’s Head on one Side, 
and an Owl {tanding on an dmphora on the X; they differ very little 
from one another, except in fome {mall Figures which are upon the 
_ Area of the M’s, and in their Infcriptions, which may be only the Defaur. 
Names of the Mint-mafters, and thefe Medals are common enough. 204. 
The learned Begerus has produced a few that are much of the fame * ‘7 
Sort with thofe of Go/tzzus; but he has indeed in his Third Volume 
two or three which feem to be more valuable than the others; and 
after I have defcribed my own, I may perhaps do the fame by fome o- 
thers, which shall occur tome in Books or Cabinets that differ from mine. 
_ We are not indeed: to wonder fo much at the Scarcity of thefe Me- 
dals, when we confider how many of them muft have been loft thro’ 
the various Misfortunes and frequent Revolutions of that City; and - 
very many of thofe that have been found, have doubtlefs been melted» 
down or neglected by the Zurks, who have been fo long the barba-. . 
rous Poffeffors of poor Athens. And forafmuch as the Athenians were 
perhaps the moft learned and moft valiant People in the: World, I 
fhould think they would be as careful as any others to preferve the 
Memory of their Learning and Valour, and by recording them up- 
en their Corns, to tranifmit the Knowledge of them to Potterity: : 
There is no Doubt to be made but 4thenzan Medals may be found, *: 
though difpers’d in the Cabinets of the Curious, which afford much - 
Knowledge, and fome I can produce out of my own Collection; for 
I have by me above fourfcore dthenzau Medals that differ from one - 
another; the beft of which fhall be engraven and defcrib’d in this. 
W ork, with a few more of other Countries and Cities, vzz. fuch as 
_Itake to be the moft rare and fingular among them. Many of my

I have, as I faid before, above Fourfcore different Athenzan Me- 
dals, fome of which are of Silver, and others of Brafs; and I have, 
befides fome fingular Heads and Reverfes, almoft every Spécies of 
their Silver Coins, of which I fhall give fome Account at the End 
of this Diflertation; but for the prefent I am to take Notice of the 
different Way of writing the Name of the City upon their Medals, 
articularly upon thofe in my Poffeffion, which have either the initial 
etters, as A. AO. AOF, AOH, or AOHNA, AOHNAT, AOR. 
NAS. or AOHNAIQN. at full Length. Some have fancied that writ- 
ing with this E is wrong, and an Error of the Engravers, and that it , 
fhould have been an H, as we find it in Books; but this is a great if 
Miftake; for it appears by many Medals, that both Ways were pra~ 
pifert. 11. &ifed by the Ancients, tho’ this E is much the older Letter. Mon- 
set II fieur Spanheim in his excellent Book, ‘De ‘Ufa & Prafiantia Numif- 
” ‘matum, proves from Péato and other Authorities, that KE, as I have 
obferv’d, is much the more ancient Letter, and gives the sate 
Inftances of its being ufed inftead of H. In the Legend of a Medal 
of the City Metropolis you have METPONOAAEITON, and up- 
on the oldeft Athenian Medals thefe initial Letters AOE for AH, 
or AOHNAIQN. In like Manner nyon the moft ancient Thebax 
Coins ©EBH for OHBH; and upon thofe of the City of Pheffus in 
Crete, OEZEYS for OHZSEYS, Mr. Baudelot in his fine Book De 
Urilite des Voyages, p.87. quotes alfo the Authority of .P/ate, that 
more anciently they did not make ufe of H but E, as plainly appears, 
fays he, upon the Laruefian Columns, where you have AEMETPOS 
inftead of AHMHTPOS. But to mention one Authority more, Be- 
gerus in his Thefaur. Brand. Vol.¥. cites fulzus Pollux, who writes. 
that Evicthonus, who livd 300 Years before the Trojan War, was the 
firft that ftruck Money among the Athenians; but that the Letters 
H, ©. Z. were added to the Eveck Alphabet OY Simonides, Who, ac- 
cording to Eu/febius, liv’d in the 61ft Olimpiad, by which he plainly 
proves that the Athenians ufed Money, and confequently, as he fays,, 
the Letter EF. was found out above 700 Years before H. ‘Thefe are 
fufficient Proofs of what I affirm; yet we muft not from hence con- 
clude, that all the Medals with E were ftampt before the Invention of 
H; for both are ufed in the Words ©EBH and ©H=EEY®= before 
uoted; and upon the Athexian Medals we often fee A@F, where 
the other Letter alfo appears in fome Word of the Infcription, as 
‘both of them do upon one of mine in APISTOTEAH>: We may 
therefore very well imagine, fays Begerus, that the Mint-matters 
might, after the Invention of the latter, make ufe of the former Let- 
ter 
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ter on the Account of Antiquity, and therefore we cannot precifely 
prove the Antiquity of our Medals by thefe Letters, without fome 
other Helps: But as for mine, I am to obferve, that AOE is writ with 
an E, on all the Silver ones, fave one only, which is a Pent-obulus ; 
and that among the Brafs ones, fome have one and fome the other 
Letter. As to their Make or Fabrick, of whatfoever Metal they be, 
all thofe that have the Letter E are thick in proportion to their Dia- 
meters, with their Edges or Rims round and {fmooth, and feem to 
be of a much older Fathion than thofe with H; all which, asI have 
faid already, are made of Brafs or Copper, and thinner than the 0- seared +.

of Perfection among the Athenians, who flourith’d very early, and 
muft confequently be of very great Antiquity; but thefe Things hall 
be more particularly mention’d when I come to treat of the Medals 
themfelves; where I may alfo produce Reafons why Minerva’s Head 
or Figure, an Owl, an Olive-Branch or Crown, the Amphora, and fe- 
veral other Symbols, are fo frequently feen upon them; tho’ little 
need be faid on thefe Subje¢ts, which are already well explain’d by 
_ feveral Authors ce | 

Something might be expected to be faid here concerning the Ori- 
gin or Foundation of Athens; but I have very little to offer alfo on 
this Subject, the fame being already done to my Hand, and may be 
read at large in Strabo, Paufanias, Diodorus Siculus, Stephanus Bi- 
xantimus, and other ancient and modern Authors, and particularly in the 
Travels of Sir George Wheeler and Monfieur Spon, among the latter.

_ It’s not to be doubted but this is an Athenian Medal: By the bi- 
formed Head, we fuppofe it to be that of Cecrops the Founder, and 
firit King of Athens: ‘The Royal Diadem upon the bearded Head. 
proves itto be a King’s, and the Head of a Woman conjoin’d, that it 
is King Cecrops: He was thus reprefented by the ancient Athenians, 
for being, as they fuppos’d, the firft Inventer of Marriage in thofe 
Parts of the World, and they called the Month of January V AMF 
AION, from Marriages firft inftituted by him. Fuffzx in - his. 
Second Book fays, he lived before the Time of Deucalion; and Meur- 
jus out of Apollodorus thews, that they made him to be Half a Man 
and Half a Dragon, &c. But ds antique Relations are for the moft 
Part fabulous, other Reafons have been urged for his being repre- 
fented with two Faces, and they are moft, if not all of them,- 
quoted by the faid Meurjius, who produces the Authority of Tzetzes. 
for it: He fays, he was called Biformis, either becaule he was. of 
double the Stature and Magnitude of other Men, or becaufe he un-. 
derftood two Languages, an extraordinary Thing in thofe Days, the 
Greek and the Egyptian; others call’d him biform’d, becaufe, as has 
been obferv’d, they beliewd him to be the firft among the Greeks 
who join’d Man and Woman in Matrimony,. whereas before they 
lived promifcuoufly like their Cattel: The learned Dr. Potter quotes — 
Atheneus, lib. XN, who makes mention of a Law enacted by. Cea. 
crops, requiring a-Man fhould have no more than one Wife; nor. 
could this be better expreft than b reprefenting, as the Ancients did, 


_ the firft Inftitutor of Marriages with two Faces, one of each Sex, or 


Fiusband and Wife join’d in the ftriGeft Unien 
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_ No-Body, that L-know of, has ever treated of fuch a Medal; and the 
greateft Antiquary in this or the paft Age, I mean Baron Spanheim, 
the King of Pruf/a’s Amballador, who has had an Opportunity of feeing 
and examining mott of the beit Collections in Aarope,.has affur’d me,. 
that this is not only one of the oldeft Medals he has feen, but even the 
only one he had ever feen or known with the Head of Cecrops, who 
is thus defcrib’d in feveral ancient Authors, unlefs the next which I 
fhall defcribe be his likewife, which he was inclin’d to think it is. 
' I conceive this is one ef the oldeft Medals we have, and it evident- 
ly appears to be fo by feveral Marks that are worthy of Obfervation. 
And firft its Fabrick or Workmanfhip fhews it was ftamp’d long before 
Arts arriv’d to any Degree of Perfection among the Athenians, and 
few People flourifh’d earlier than they, who are by fome Authors 
{aid to be the firft that coin’d Money: The X being ftruck with. a 
Square Die, is another Mark of its great Antiquity, and the Letters of 
the Legend A©E are of the moft ancient Make, as obferv’d in the In-. 
troduction, and I fee no Reafon to doubt of the Medal’s being as ancient. 
as any Coin made by the dthenians. 2 

When I affert the Antiquity of this Piece, I have not the Vanity to. 
carry itdo high, and to affirm that it was done in the Time of Eric-. 
thonius, from whence fabulous Accounts only are generally expected ; 
yet he is by fome Authors faid to be the firft that meee Money in 
Athens; and if we had any Certainty of that, I fhould not think it 2 
very wild Conjecture, fhould I fuppofe this Medal to have been coin’d 
by him; for nothing could be more natural than that he fhould {tamp- 
the Head of Mimerva the Patronefs Goddefs of Athens on.the one 

Side of his Coin, and of Cecrops the Founder of it on the X, in the 
Manner we fee it; not that it can be fuppos’d he had two. Faces, a.

Some may object againft the fo great Antiquity of this Medal, and 
fay that many believe Thefews was the firft that coin’d Money 
pasa at 
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at Athens, becaufe Plutarch fays in his Life he was the firft that 
coin’d Money there with the Figure of a Bull or Ox upon it: But 
that is eafily anfwer'd, for Plutarch does not fay he was the firft 
that coin’d Money there, but the firft that coin’d it with that Image 
upon it, which might probably be in Memory of his having conquer’d 
the Marathonian Bull, or of his killing the Mivotaur in Creet, with- 
out excluding other Reprefentations upon their Money before his 
Time: And fhould we fuppofe that this M. was coin’d by Eridthoni- 
us, it would be but about 3200 Years old; and fince we have many 
Coins extant, and fome in my Pofleffion, which are known to be fome 
Ages above 2000 Years old, it does not feem improbable but that 
there may be fome remaining feveral Centuries, or perhaps a thoufand 


Years older than them; admitting any to: have been in any Place 
ftamp’d or caft fo long ago; for a Coin that has not decay’d in above 
ca thoufand Years, would certainly have lafted in the fame Earth as. 


well three thoufand Years, or longer ; and if any has, why not this:

old as Eritfthonzas .or not, which! do not contend for, yet I dare af- 
firm and be confident, that they muft and will grant it ought to be 
rank’d amonpft the moft ancient Medals that are known, and that it is.

iers, being all engag’d in the Siege; but the Spartan Women:arm- 
ing themfelves, march’d out of the City, fought and put the Ene- 
my to Flight. As foon as the Lacédemonians, who were before 
Veffenia, perceiv’'d the Enemy’s Stratagem, and that they had a- 
bandon’d their City, they follow’d them, and after they had 
march’d for fome Time, they met with their own Women, who 
finding their Husbands came on arm’d, and believing them to be Me/- 
fenians, were preparing to attack them: ‘They made themfelves known 
to them by uncovering their Nudities. This exciting the Men to 
Wantonnels, they were permitted promifcuoufly to enjoy the Women, 
and the young Men among them were fent to do the fame by the Vir- 
gins that were in the City; from whence fprung the Parthenzj, and 
in Memory of this Fact they built a Temple to Vewws, and fet up her 
Statue arm’d in it.— But the Lacedemonizans were not the firft that 
did this; for Paufanzas {peaking of the Ifland of Cythera, fays there Pan/a. lit.

had Fupiter’s Head -on one Side, which I fuppofe he miftakes for A4- 
nerva, and two Owls on the other, becaufe it was a double diwGoro. 
If this be true, it muft be underftood only of Stlver Coin, for it can 


-by-no means be fo. in refpect of a Brafs one. Thofe of which I fpeak 
are the two heavieft among them, being each of them a Drachma or > 


6 Oboli; and the lighteft, which is the soth, weighs no more than.a 
Diobolus or 24 Grains; and therefore we.muftfeek for another Mean- 
ing. Plutarch tellsus that a Ram’s Head. with one Horn was brought 
to Pericles by one of -his Farmers when he was at his Country-Seat ; 
and that Lampon the Diviner, feeing that the Horn was ftrong and 


firm in the Middle of the Ram’s Forehead, foretold, that whereas the 
City of Athens was divided into two Factions, headed by Thucidides 


and Pericles, the fole Government of both would~devolve upon and 
come to be united in that Perfon.in.whofe Grounds the Ram was 
bred: And fo afterwards it came to pafs, when Pericles overthrew 
Thucidides’s Faction, by which Means he remov’d Difcord, fettled Peace 


in the City, kept licentious People in Order, and. eftablifhed a good 
Government, which he maintain’d till his Death. Now I think the 
~Owl the known Symbol. of Athens, bemg doubled on this X, 
- may very well fignify the faid two Factions, into which the City was 
divided, reconcil’d and govern’d by Pericles, whofe Head on the o- 


‘ther Side the Athenians placed with good Reafon, as a very proper 


Acknowledgment for the Benefit they enjoy’d by this.Union, pro- 


cured by his Vigour and Wifdom ; and I am of Opinion all thefe M’s 
-might have been {truck upon fuch an Occafion, and te pleafe him the 
‘more, they might put-his Wife’s, whom he loved’ fo much, upon one 


. -of them. All this feems-yet to be better reprefented by another M. 
which has on one, Side Adznerva’s Head, and the X the Bodies of 


“two Owls joined by one Head; fhewing that Pericles by his Prudence, 


and under the Influence of Mcnerva, united thofe two powerful Facti-

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_ We thall in the next Place come to enquire, whether it may not be 
probable they might be coin’d in the Life-time of Pericles and Afpa- 
Jj4, or foon after their Deaths. I very well know that the ancient 
Republicks, and particularly that of thens, were very jealous of their 
reat Men, and the Oftracifm pra¢tis’d by thefe laftnam’d is a clear 
Broof of it, and fo it feems not credible that they fhould in their Life- 
time put their Heads upon their Coin, this being one Mark of So- 
vereignty: Yet that could be no Objection to A/pafia’s being repre- 
fented upon their Money; there never having been a female Governor 
of Athens. Befides, the putting of the Head with the Name and Title 
of the Perfon upon the Money was the Sign of Sovereignty, which 
was not done in this Cafe, and fo feems to be a Compliment without 
Danger; and it was as ufual among the Greeks to dignify the Actions 
of great Men with M’s, as it was for the Romans to ere& their Sta- 
tues, and fo much the more, when the Perfon they thus honour’d 
gave no Umbrage of his Intentions to affume the Sovereignty. The 
_. Athenians had the greateft Obligations imaginable to Pericles ; for, 
according to Plutarch, he won them nine Battels, for which they fet 
up fo many ‘Trophies: He much increafed their Wealth, and greatly 
adorn’d their City, and gave fufficient Proofs that their Country had 
“nothing to fear from his Ambition ; for when the Lacedzemonians watt- 
ed the Athenian Territories, they fpared the Lands of Pericles to 
make the Athenians jealous of him; but he difappointed them by mag- 
nanimoufly beftowing all his Lands; which were very confiderable, 
upon the Publick: Thereforel fee no Reafon why the Athenians thould 
not reprefent him on their Coin; nor do I think it unreafonable that 
he fhould alfo procure A/pa/fia to be reprefented upon fome of them, 
for at his Return from the Samian War he was received with all ima- 
ginable Rejoycings, and met by all the Ladies of Quality, who crown- 
ed him with Garlands. P/wtarch tells us that this was a very dangerous 
War, and that the Samzans were like to have taken the Empire of the 
Sea from the Athenians, It’s well known that A/pafia was the Caule 
of Pericles’s undertaking that War, which proved fo advantageous to 
them; and tho’ fhe had fome ‘Time lead a diffolute Life, the was ad- 
mir’d by all for her Wifdom, and Socrates himfelf went on purpofe to 
hear her teach Rhetorick. Pericles was fo much in love with her, that he 
he gothis firft Wife divorced, tomake way for this. Several Authors {peak 
of this great Woman, and particularly Lucian. I think I have fuficiently - 
proved that one of thefe M’s bears the Head of A/pafiz, but muc 
more that that of Perieles is on another: And that I may not feem 
too tedious, I fhall pafs over the reft in Silence which have the two 
Owls on the X, only that upon one of them there is at the Bottom a aed 49."

Tegea isa Town of Arcadia, which receiv’d the Name from Te- 
geates, Lycaon’s Son, and Aleus was King of this City, and the firft 
that refided in it. He lived three Generations before the Trojan 
‘War: He built the famous Temple of Pallas Alea, which Temple 
was defiroy’d by Fire the firft Year of the Olympiad 96; and the 

_ Legeans built another a great deal more magnificent in Honour of 
this Goddefs. They celebrated at Tegea the Games called 4/ei, and 
for that reafon they have put upon this Medal the Figure of JZ- 

_nerva, Which was had there in very great Veneration. Zars, oppo- 
fite to the Goddefs, was called Turvaixdboer, and received this Name 
from the Women; becaufe when the Z; egeans were in War againit 
the Lacedemonians, Carillus their King march’d withan Army againft 
Tegea, and was defeated and made Prifoner by the Women alone, 
and from that time the Women only, without the Men, facrificed to 
Mars in Memory of that Action; and it is very: remarkable that by 
this fine Medal, it appears the Goddefs Minerva was worhhipped by 
the Men, and the God Mars by the Women. The young Girl we 
fee betwixt ’em was thePrieflefs of Mixerva, who when fhe was fit 
for a Husband, was difmifs’d, and another putinto her Place. I mutt 
not forget to obferve, that the moft learned Mr. Maffou has regifter’d

Here is another Medal belonging to Selewcus the Firft, which has MED. Il. 
an Elephant on one fide, and an Horfes’s Head on the other; the D. D. 
Elephant denotes his Power: For Diodorus fays, Seleucus in the 
War againit Antigouus had 480 Elephants, and receiv’d 500 more 
from Sandrocottus, when he made a Peace with him. Straéo writes 
that a great number of ’em were bred in Syria towards Laodicea. But 
having neglected in my firft Volume, pag. 3. to fay any thing upon 
the Head of a Horfe horned, as appears in the Reverfe of this Me- 
dal, tho’ I can’t find any thing fully to fatisfy me concerning it, yet 
I fhall not pafs it over twice: Perhaps the Head alludes to Bucepha- 
lus, which was the Name of Alexander the Great’s Horfe; but 
becaufe I difcern that the Elephant alfo has Horns, it may rather 
 fignifie the great Power of Se/eucus, becaufe under Alexander he. 
commanded the Elephants and the Horfe Guard of the faid Prince, ; 
and afterwards was Mafter of 72 Satrapies, the Horn being an Enfign 
of Power and Authority.

_ Diodorus makes the Kings of Cappadocia to be defcended from Cy- 
rus King of Perfia; but the firft who is worth mentioning is that 4- 
riarates, Who was put to Death by Perdiccas in the Year of Rome 
431. Eumenes Cardianus fucceeded him; he was made Prifoner, 
and put to Death by Autigonus, ab VU.C. 458. 
The third King was 4riarates I. Son of the firft, who was put 
on the ‘Throne by 4rdoates King of Armenia. We married his Son 
mee to Stratonica, Daughter of Antiochus the firit King of 
Syria. 
Diodorus in the laft part of the twentieth Book, makes mention of 
two other Kings of Cappadocia and Paphlagonia of the Name of M- 
thridates; the firft reign’d 35 Years, and the fecond, who was the 
other’s Son, reign’d 36 Years; but here is a Chafm inthe Chronology, 
fo that I don’t know where to place them. 
4riarates Ti. was made King in the Life-time of his Father, and 
when he died he left a Boy to fueceed him, who was Aviarates IV.

Ariarates V. He was a very learned Man, and a great Philofopher ;. 
and his Father defiring to refign the Kingdom to him he refus’d it, and 
would not accept it till he was dead. He was always a great Friend 
to the Romans, and having made War in their favour againit Arzfto- _ 
ntcus, he was flain in Battel in the Year of Rome 623, and the Ro- 
mans to reward him in his Sons, added to their Dominions the Pro- 
vinces of Lycaonia and Cilicia. To him is attributed the Medal with 
thefe Titles Regis Ariarathis Epiphanis, and this is the firft time his 
Head has ever been publifh’d. 

‘The next King was Ariarates the latt King’s Sons : He had five 
Brothers, who were all of them put to Death by Laodice their Mo- 
ther, who contriv’d alfo a great many Plots to deftroy the prefent 
King, fo great was the Ambition of this cruel Woman to ufurp the 
Throne, but fhe was afterwards juftly punifhed. This Ariarates was 
the Seventh King from Ariarates the Firft, and he had for his Wife 
the Sifter of Mithridates King of Pontus, by whom he was very much 
hated ; infomuch, that he fent Gordius to kill him and all his Sons, 
that he might thereby acquire the Kingdom of Pc Lancy ; but he 
could not fucceed any further than in killing of the Father, being pre- 
vented by Nicomedes King of Bithinia, who married the Widow of 
the faid Ariarates. . , ete 


“ The Son of the faid Ariarates was Mithridates, who. was called 


" Ariarates the eighth, Son of the laft, was the next King to whom 
we afcribe the Medal with thefe Titles Regis Ariarathis Philome- 
toris, the Head of which King has never yet been publifhed.. It 
appears he came to the Throne when he was very young, and 
thro’ the Treachery of Mithridates King of Pontus, was flain at the — 
head of his Army. I think’he ufed the Title of Philometoris, which 
fignifies his Mother’s Friend, in fpight of Mzthridates of Pontus, 
her Brother, whom he hated, becaufe the married Nicomedes. 

The ninth King of Cappadocia was call’d alfo Ariarates like the

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the Senate of Rome, who made the Cappadocians a free People; but 
they being us’d to Regal Government, the Romans gave them Jrio- 
barzanes tor their King, who being dethroned by Tigranes King 
of Armenia, at the Inftigations of Mithridates, and 4riobarzanes 
flying to Rome, found Nicomedes there too, who had been dethron’d 
by Mithridates. They were both reftor’d by the Senate to their 
Dominions in the Year of Rome 660. Ariobarzanes was once more 
outed, but reftored when Sy//2 made Peace with Mithridates.

_ Nicomedes, the eldeft Son of Zipetes, was cruel to his Brothers, 
and put to Death two of em. It was he that introduced the Galares
